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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 6, 7, 17, 24, 25, 38, 39 and 52, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, are now subject to being rejoined. Claims 6-8, 17, 24, 25 and 
35-39 are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 . 104. 

Since all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 . 142 have been 
rejoined, the restriction requirement made in the Office action mailed on September 23, 2003 is 
hereby withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present claims, as amended, are now limited to copolymers containing polyamide 
blocks and polyether blocks as the polyamide component (C) and, as such, overcome the 
rejections over Wittman et al '852. Wittman et al' 852 does not disclose or render obvious the 
use of a polyamide (C), as now presently defined, or the use of a catalyzed polyamide (D). The 
present claims require the presence of at least one of components (C) or (D). 

The present claims are deemed allowable over the prior art of record in that the latter 
neither anticipate nor render obvious a composition further comprising, in addition to a semi- 
crystalline polyamide and an amorphous polyamide, either the instantly claimed copolymer 
containing polyamide blocks and polyether blocks (C) or the instantly claimed catalyzed 
polyamide (D).
